“Mr. Teamoh went South, not as an 
indidvidual, but as.a representative of 
the state, and should have demanded his 
rights. The very moment any objection 
was raised he should have taken his 


stand. 


“He should have told the other mem- 
pers of the committee that he was sent 
there as a member of that committee, 
and was determined to be recognized as 
such, and knowing the men of Massa- 
ehusetts as I do, I think ‘every member 
of that committee would have backed 
him up in his contention. 

They should have telegraphed back to 
Massachusetts for instructions before 
they went a step further. 

“JT do not believe in the colored people 
putting on airs and trying to make 
themselves out better than ney really 
are, but I believe that there are times 
when they should assert their manhood 
and take a firm stand in demanding 
their rights. 

“Mr. Teamoh lost a grand opportun- 
itv, and if what has been said is true, 
it is time the colored people secured 
representatives who have backbone. 

“Hyery time a thing like this occurs 
they are josing ground, and the time 
when they will be free from such in- 
dignities is put further off. T myself 
feel ashamed of ‘the whole affair, 
ashamed to think that any representa- 


tive of the colored people should submit 
to such indignities, as have been re- 


ported, under the circumstances of this 
ease. 

“When I was in the Legislature I 
never had any trouble of this kind, al- 
though I went off with committees. T 


was always treated like a gentleman, 
and found that the white members of 
the Legislature always backed me up in 
demanding my rights. 

“TJ eannot say much about this case 
until I see Mr. Teamoh and hear what 
he has to say, but + haye one opinion 
in regard to the matter if the circum- 
stances are as printed in The Sunday 
Herald. 

“The colored people of Boston will, I 
believe, be unanimous in condemning 
the affair as an outrage, and will prob- 
ably be heard in the matter.”

DOMINION TRADE RETURNS. 


Exports and Amount of Duty Collected in 
Vebruary Again Fail Off. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

MONTREAL, Que., March 19, 1895. 
The trade returns of the Dominion of 
Canada for February, just issued, show 
that the total exports were $3,653,401; 
entered for consumption, $7,709,237; duty 
collected, $14,479,319. 

Compared with the same month last 
year this shows a decrease of $89,115 in 
exports, an increase of $709,877 in goods 
entered for consumption, and a de- 


crease of $18,948 in duty collected. 
For the eight months of the fiscal 
year the exports have been $80,936,949, 


as compared with $85,904,499 for the 
same period last year. 
The total entered for consumption 


amounted to $69,286,990, and_ duty col- 
lected $11,596,600, showing a decrease in 
the former of $7,179,986, and of duty col.

That’s 
the only flag this boat ever saluted with 
yet, or ever will as long as I am her 
commander. 

“We ran the American ensign up on 
the staff as soon as we got near the 
Spanish gunboat. It was hoisted before 
she fired upon us, or even saluted us. 
That will be duly sworn to by all the 
officers of the steamship and by sailors 
who raised the flag. 

“Of course, being in the Brazilian 
trade, we carried other than the Amer- 
jean flag. We have on board the Brit- 
ish Brazilian, I'rench and Danish en- 
signs. We set the British when we 
touch at the Barbadoes, the Brizilian at 
Rio, the French at Martinique and the 
Danish at St. Thomas. 

“Those ensigns are always set for- 
ward, however, never aft, and only 
when we touch at points where custom 
indicates their use. The only ensign 
that ever flies from the staff is the 
American ensign. 

“Again, I notice that the commander 
says that we were put 1% miles off the 
Cuban coast when he fired upon us. 
T’ve got tired of denying that lie. The 
nearest we could have possibly been to 
the Cuban coast was four miles. Our 
chart proves that beyond peradven-

At 
cuarter of a, dollar invested in the sir- 
loin of beef at 22 cents per pound, pays 
for 1% pounds of the meat with three- 
eighths of a pound of actually nutritive 
material. This would contain one-sixth 
of a pound of protein and one-fifth of a 
pound of fat, and supplv 1120 calories of 
energy. The same amount of money 
paid for oysters at the rate of 50 cents 
per quart brings two ounces of actual 
nutrients, an ounce of protein and 230 
calories of energy. But in buying wheat 
flour at $7 a barrel, the 25 cents pay for 
644 pounds of nutrients, with eight- 
tenths of a pound of protein and 11,755 
ealories of energy. 


UP TO DATE SILVER. 

Unless money is. not stringent, or there 
{s a large family of relatives to make 
her manifold gifts of beauty and utility, 
the average housekeeper finds that the 
growing multiplicity of table require- 
ments in small silver taxes her powers 
of “keeping up,’’ both as an observer 


and a purchaser. 

In the days of our grandmothers, and 
even our mothers, 2 table was consid- 
ered well appointed which had a silver 
service consisting of a towering coffee 
urn, a teapot, ‘cream pitcher, sugar powl 
and spoonholder. Tablespoons were used 
for helping berries and preserves, and 
either those or dessert spoons were 
pressed into service for soup spoons.

She thinks she would be ostra- 
eized if for the roast and vegetable 
course the diners did not find the regu- 
lar implements beside them, Ice cream 
forks she must have, and to be. guilty 
of placing chocolate spoons, with their 
half-inch greater length of handle, for 
coffee spoons would, she is sure, bring 
down—not the wrath; that is not dread- 
ed — the smile of her sophisticated 
friends.

Trebuchet, and it was he who, a few 
years ago, purchased on behaif of his 
ward for a sum of $100,000 the two 
shares in the ownership of the Hugo 
copyrights held until then by the two 
grandchildren of the great poet, Georges 
and Jeanne Hugo. Victor Hugo left at 
his death about f.6,000,000, in three equal 


parts, to his crazy daughter and his 
two grandchildren. Georges Hugo is 
reported to have squandered the great- 
er portion of his inheritance. ee 

Pretty but frivolous Jeanne has just 
secured a divorce from Leon Daudet, 
the son of the poet, who retains, it is 
understood, a portion of her fortune in 
his hands by way of compensation for 
the loss of her affections, while their 
aunt in the lunatic asylum at Courbe- 
voie is adding to her wealth year by 
year through the royalties derived from 
the sale of the Hugo copyrights and 
books. At her death, of course, her 
money will revert to these grandchil- 
dren of her father. The literary execu- 
tors of Victor Hugo, of whom Paul 
Meurice is now the only one left, have 
been publishing new works of his al- 
most every year since his death, and 
have still sufficient manuscript in their 
possession to enable them to bring 
out not one, but two and even three 
volumes each year until the close of 
the century, when the series is to be 
completed by the publication of his 
correspondence—a work that promises 
to be of remarkable interest, since Hugo 
was at one time or another of his life 
in intercourse with all the great men 
of his time.

He further 
said that it behooved De Perey to think 
more of the after-world, as all that was 
said of it was true; and as he himself 
would die in his first battle. De Percy 
was then left by the phantom, and it 
was afterward found that De Ram- 
bouillet had fallen on that day.

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Gas Light Company, was chartered Jan. 22, 
1823, one year after the city of Boston was- 
incorporated; and if I am correctly informed, 
during the entire period of its existence it has 
never received any permits fromthe board of 
aldermen to lay pipes or to open streets, 

This company has for, many years, however, 
obtained the permits for the temporary street 
openings necessary to extend its pipes from the 
superintendent of streets. It is quite probable 
that the board of aldermen had some authority 
in the matter of temporary street openings 
prior to the charter amendmerts of 1885, al- 
though whatever authority 1t had was dele- 
gated by it to the superintendent of streets; 
but Since the passage of chap. 266 of the acts 
of 1885, this power seems to have been affirm- 
atively placed, by sec. 6 of that act, in the 
superintendent of streets, acting under the 
mayor, by the following words: 

“The executive powers of said city, and the 
executive powers now vested in the board of 
aldermen as such, as strveyors of highways, 
county commissioners and otherwise, shall be 
and hereby are vested in the mayor, to be ex- 
ercised through the several offices of the boards 
of the city in their respective departments, 
under his general supervision ard control.’ 

Moreover, by sec. 12 of this act, the board 
of aldermen were expressly prohibited from tak- 


ing part, directly or indirectly, in the conduct 
of any of the executive or administrative busi- 
negs of the city. The jurisdiction of the super 
intendent of streets over this matter of street 
permits and the Jaying of gas mains was em- 
phasized by the Legislature in the passage of 
chap. 323 of the acts of 4891, which gives the 
power to the superintendent of streets, in the 
case of new streets, to eompel any gas com- 
pany having the rights in the district where 
such street is located to lay its gas mains in 
such street; and in case of neglect or refusal 
on the part of the company to lay its pipes as 
directed, be is authorized to lay them at the 
expense of the company. 

This power is clearly defined, and the order 
whieh has been passed by your board is in 
conflict with such statute, and for this reason 
is void, as applying to any streets laid out 
under chap. 328 of the acts of 1891. 

In addition to these objections affecting ths 
legality of the order, there are other practical 
objections which are sufficient to induce me to 
withhold my signature from it. 

Under the present city charter the superin- 
tendent of streets, provided appropriations are 
made for his department, is responsible for the 


condition of the streets, and is bound to use | 


great care in their maintenance in order to 
keep them in proper condition for travel. From 
‘time to time he repairs or constructs certain 
streets, and that is the period when gas mataos 
should be laid as far as possible. ‘The superin- 
tendent of streets plans the work and carries it 
out. Frequently the work is done hurriedly, 
when delay would be dangercns, and in such 
cases it, would be impossible for a gas company 
to wait until a permit is obtained from the 
board of aldermen before laying its mains. 

Moreover, the superintendent of streets, hay- 
ing control of this matter, can, in réturn for 
the granting of these permits, exact special 
conditions and reforms in regard to the paving 
and macadamizing of streets by the gas com- 
pany, which are of great advantage to the city. 
It cannot be argued that the board of alder- 
men, with its varied duties, bas a_ better 
knowledge in respect to these matters than the 
superintendent of streets, whose duty it is to 
attend to such matters. 

There is no public demand for the passage of 
the order. So far as T am informed, the only 
persons urging its passage are those interested 
in one of the rival gas companies. 

The competing company having been allowed 
to lay its pipes in our streets prior to my ad- 
ministration, I do not propose to argue whether 
or not such action was well judged, nor do I 
propose to inaugurate or participate in any gas 
war; neither do & propose to do anything to 
force the consolidation with other gas com- 
panies of a gas company which, at the invita- 
tion of the city, has entered into a contract 
with it for public lighting at a price much 
Jower than that which had formerly been paid 
to the company formerly having the contract 
for street lighting, and which has brought 
about a large reduction in the price of gas to 
the individual consumer in those sections in

WEST IS A STAR THIEF, 


is 


One of the Roxbury ‘‘Hoisters” Once Owned 
a Big Drug Store in Boston. 

On the morning of Feb. 28 two Rox- 
bury policemen arrested a trio of 
“morning hoisters’’ after they had 
worked the clothing store of George N. 
Lepper, 1346 Tremont street. 

Chief Inspector Watts identified two 
of the prisoners, but the woman proved 
to be a puzle, and her identity is as yet 
unknown. The prisoners gave the 
names of George West, Annie J. Mur- 
rell and Join W. Smith, alias Mur- 


rel 


Smith and the woman received sen- 
tences of six months each in the house 


now in Charles street jail. 

West was identified as a thief by the 
name of Hart, alias Williams, who had 
been arrested in Manchester, N. H. 
Chief Inspector Watts has found that 
West is better known to the New York 
police as “Doc’’ Harris, alias William 
Harris, alias Pratt, alias Hurley. He 
is said to be both blackmailer, pick- 
pocket and burglar. 

Highteen years ago, before he had ai- 
tained his majority, Harris had a large 
drug store in this city, which he inher- 
ited from his father. Won from hon- 
esty by thieves’ tales of profitable 
erime, Harris sold his business in 1871 
and went to Martha’s Vineyard, where 
he picked the pockets of the natives. 
He was sent to jail for three years. 

When he was set -ree he sprang into 
prominence by a daring attempt_to 
blackmail Walter Maley of New Ha- 
ven, who had been charged with the 
murder of Jennie Cramer. Harris said 
he had letters from Blanche Douglass, 
who figured in the case, which proved 
Malley’s guilt. He wanted $10,000 for 
the letters. Harris was arrested in 
New York and detained for some time 
at the Tombs, but was finally dis- 
chetend as Malley refused to prosecute 
In 1892 he was caught in this city i 
the act of shoplifting, and was imnpie- 
oned for a year. After his release from 
the house of correction he went to Lynn 
and began operations, He was convicted 
there on July 10, 1884 on a charge of lar- 
ceny and was given one year in the 
Ipswich jail. He escaped from jail Aug. 
7, 1894, and was recovered on the third 
day of the following July in New ork. 
He was taken back to the jail,, but on 


these people against pllerinp, 
agents swarm about them, and pester 
them so continuously that this is hardly 
too severe a term to use.

Upon being asked by a member of the 
committee whether it was necessary for 
them to carry insurance in order that 
the children may be properly buried, 
Mr. Russell replied that “in cases of 
destitution awe make all arrangements 
for burial.’’ 

He believed that if child insurance 
were entirely prohibited the children of 
the poor would be hetter off. At any 
rate, he would not allow the agents of 
insurance companies among them, but 
if the parents wanted to take out in- 
surance, let them~make application at 
the offices.

The/next speaker was Rev. A. A. 
Berle of the Brighton Congregational 
Church. He said there is a multiplica- 
tion of motives to neglect. The very 
poor are easily influenced, and become 
unconsciously neglectful to a great de- 
gree. There is not a child in the Brigh- 
ton district who, if it died, would not 
have everything providea for a’ decent 
funeral, so this insurance is not a prob- 
ais a puree 2 

udge Bennett of Brighton also argue 
to the committee that the system ere 
self is wrong, and Dr, A. A. Miner ex- 


pressed similar convictions when the 
children of the very poor are the ones 
affected. 

Rev. Charles L. Noyes, president of 


the Associated Charities of Somerville 
desired to throw the weight of the study 
and experience of those engaged in char- 
itable work in that city, in behalf of the 
bill. They believe that in extreme cases 
child insurance leads to serious results 
in the way of neglect. 

The hearing. was continued till tomor- 
row morning at 0 o’clock in the same 
place, when, after hearing one or two 
more witnesses for the petition, the op- 
ponents of the bill will begin to put in 
evidence, and will probably occupy two 
or three days.

The Hamburg dis- 
tillery in Pekin, also. an independent 
concern, was added to the mysterious 
losses by fire: 

The Mutual Distilling Company of 
Kentucky, after a bitter quarrel with 
the trust, built 4 plant in Uniontown, 
Ky. Soon after a letter is said to have 
passed between a man in Peoria and 
his New York correspondent contain- 
ing the significant prediction that 
“something will happen at Uniontown 
on Saturday night.” Something did 
happen, for the plant of the Mutual 
Distilling Company burned to the 


ground, 

A man named Kruse started an anti- 
trust distillery in Peoria. He died not 
long afterwards, and people said he was 
‘worried to death.” 

A big independent distillery in St. 
Paul was built and equipped and 
started out to fight the trust vigorously; 
but its machinery seemed strangely 
faulty. Its pipes leaked and strange 
holes were found in the vats. In view 
of these circumstances the company 
finally decided it would be wise to sell 
out to the trust. It did so, and imme- 
diately after the machinery got itself 
into first-class working order.

‘SENATOR HILL'S LATEST PLAN. 


Wants to Give Country Democrats More 
Power in Party Conventions. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 


NEW YORK, March 20, 1895.. It has 
been announced that Senator Hill is 
considering a plan of giving the country 
Democrats greater representation in 
party, conventions, and thus take from 
the cities, in which reforms are very 
frequently inaugurated, much of their 
power. ; 

The present, make-up of a Democratic 
state convention is three delegates from 
each Assembly district, which, under 
the new constitution providing for 150 
districts, would give 450 delegates in 
convention. 

The new plan under consideration pro- 


vides for five delegates from each coun- 
ty, and one additional delegate for 
every 3000 Democratic votes in a county 
past at the preceding presidential elec- 
ion. y 

Under this plan, there would be about 
650 delegates, and the power of New 
York, Kings, Albany and Erie counties 
would be reduced.
